Response to Arguments 

Applicant argues that Jeffamine-2000 comprises substantially primary amine and 
thus fails to teach, or make obvious, the concentration limitations of secondary amines. 
This is not found convincing. The data sheet provided shows that primary amine only 
makes up 97% of the amine content. Thus there is a substantial amount of secondary 
amine. The examiner admits that this amount does not anticipate the applicants 
limitation, however, absent evidence of criticality of the claimed concentration, the 
relative amount of secondary amine is not patentable. Specifically, "concentration 
limitations are obvious absent a showing of criticality." Azko v. E.I. du Pont do Nemours 
1 USPQ 2d 1704 (Fed. Cir. 1987). 

Applicant has provided arguments that allege the importance of the claimed 
range. However, this is not sufficient for "evidence of criticality". A timely filed 
declaration, filed under 37 CFR 1 .132, that shows critical data within the entire claimed 
range compared to trials where the concentration is outside of the claimed range is 
required in order to show evidence of criticality. See MPEP 716 for complete details. If 
the applicant can provide such evidence, then the rejections of the previous Office 
Action will be withdrawn. However, at this time the evidence is absent and accordingly 
the examiner maintains the rejections of the previous Office Action.
